A big  laugh-college  integrity 

Almost  everytime  a sociologist  makes  a survey,  somebody  ducks 
for  cover; 

This  time  the  results  hit  pretty  <#ose  to  home  in  a study  made 
by  Wilford  E.  Smith  of  the  Brigham  Young  University’s  sociology 
department.  \ 

Part  of  his  work  toward  a Ph.  IJ.,  the  poll  was  put  to 
student  groups  at  BYU,  University  of  Utah,  Utah  State 
Agricultural  College,  and  the  University  of  Washington  to 
determine  how  much  cheating,  lying  and  stealing  goes  on. 

The  results  are  startling. 

According  to  Mr.  Smith’s  survey,  from  51-78%  of  the 
students  admit  cheating  in  school.  BYU  students,  693  of 
them,  admitted  that  63%  of  the  m^les  and  58%  of  the 
females  were  dishonest  in  school  work,  while  an  average 
of  67%  tagged  cheating  “sinful.” 

In  the  matter  of  stealing,  20%  of  BYUs  coeds  admitted  theft  as 
compared  with  only  16%  and  7%  of  other  schools,  while  Y men  are 
stealing  in  26%  of  the  cases  as  compared  with  27-48%  of  the  other 
schools,  and  yet  72-80%  registered  the  opinion  that  stealing  was 
wrong. 

Is  a person’s  word  of  honor  more  important  than  stealing  or 
cheating?  Most  of  the  students  polled  evidently  think  so,  for  in 
almost  every  case,  fewer  of  tnem  break  their  word  of  honor  than 
cheat  or  steal.  In  each  of  the  schools  more  girls  break  their  word 
of  honor  than  the  fellows,  but'  more  of  the  male  students  cheat  and 
steal. 

Y students  have  the  lowest  percentage  of  word -of -honor 
breakers,  and  compare  favorably  with  other  schools  concern- 
ing cheating  and  stealing. 

It  may  be  worth  mentioning  that  in  a recent  political 
science  class  at  BYU,  when  asked  for  their  opinion  on  the 
recent  $1,500,000  robbery  in  Boston,  70%  of  the  class  hoped 
that  the  thieves  would  make  a “clean  break.” 

Cheating  is  so  common  in  cofllege  that  in  a talk  before  a 
recent  meet  of  the  Society  of  Arts  and  Letters  in  Salt  Lake,  Mr. 
Smith  expressed  the  opinion  that  “methods  and  attitudes  of  cheat- 
ing are  some  of  the  better  taught  lessons  in  our  schools.” 

Those  who  look  to  a Mormon  background  to  eliminate  the 
problem  will  find  little  comfort  when  they  find  that  all  of  the  BYU 
students  polled  were  Latter-day  Saints,  that  Mormons  predominated 
in  the  other  two  Utah  Schools,  while  only  one  Mormon  was  among 
he  Washington  students  polled.

Probing  into  Song  Fest . . . 

Dear  Editor,  Jan  Fenn,  and  dissatisfied  songster, 

In  answer  to  recent  letters  published  in  the 
Universe  we  tend  this  rebuttal. 

Exactly  12  letters  were  sent  to  qualified  music- 
ians asking  them  to  act  as  judges  for  the  Song 
Fest.  We  particularly  selected  qualified  men  out 
of  the  City  of  Provo  due  to  repercussions  of  last 
year’s  judging.  We  did  this  to  insure  fair  and  un- 
prejudiced judging.  Out  of  the  12  letters  sent, 
9 men  answered,  4 of  whom  had  previous  engage- 
ments, and  2 requested  financial  reimbursement 
which  we  were  unable  to  provide. 

Here  is  a direct  quote,  “It  would  be  a pleas- 
ure to  assist  with  your  Song  Fest.

This  little  mission  would 
involve  the  cancellation  of  several  voice  les- 
sons, and  the  cost  of  travel  to  Provo  and 
return,  the  total  amounting  to  about  $20.” 

Two  of  the  men  who  served  as  judges  for  the 
Song  Fest  gave  their  time  freely  and  without 
financial  reimbursement  and  one  received  $1.50 
traveling  expenses.  Each  of  these  men  have  receiv- 
ed recognition  for  their  musical  ability,  and  are 
considered  qualified  in  their  field,  therefore,  there 
should  be  no  doubt  as  to  their  qualifications  to 
serve  as  judges. 

Each  man  was  given  prepared  judging  sheets 
on  which  Originality,  Presentation,  and  Quality 
were  rated  for  both  the  original  and  prepared 
songs.  This  is  the  same  method  as  was  used  for 
rating  last  year.  No  special  instructions  were  given 
pertaining  to  individual  units  so  each  judge  gave 
his  honest  decision.

Y Day , 44  years  ago  . . . 

Shades  of  the  past-50  men  at  first,  1 000  now

Y Day — 1950,  will  see  approx- 
imately 1000  more  men  white- 
wash the  block  “Y”  on  the  moun- 
tain than  there  were  44  years 
ago  when  50  men  first  painted  the 
huge  letter. 

A big  story  of  tradition,  fights 
and  hard  work  go  behind  the 
block  Y which  was  first  thought 
of  way  back  in  1906. 

Here’s  the  story  in  brief,  leav- 
ing much  of  the  dramatics  behind 
the  scenes. 

It  all  started  in  1906  when  BYU 
was  called  Brigham  Young  Acad- 
emy. Junior  students  of  that  year, 
led  by  W.  King  Dtriggs,  president, 
got  the  idea  to  put  an  “07”  on  the 
nearby  mountain  for  their  class 
who  were  to  be  the  graduates  of 


1907. 

Jealousy  from  the  senior  class 
sprung  up  immediately  because 
they  hadn’t  thought  of  the  idea. 
Meanwhile,  the  juniors,  were  pre- 
paring to  put  their  “07”  in  huge 
letters  on  the  nearby  slopes.  The 
junior  men  dug  out  the  numerals 
and  planned  to  put  a lime-water 
solution  in  the  letters  to  make 
them  easy  to  see  from  Provo. 

That  night  as  they  were  ready 
to  pour  the  lime-water  solution, 
a large  gang  of  seniors  appeared 
at  the  scene  and  threatened  them 
not  to  pour  the  “07.”  A fight 
nearly  broke  out,  the  outnumber^ 
ed  juniors  finally  promised  the 
seniors  that  they  wouldn’t  finish 
the  job.  They  returned  home 
heart-broken.

A play  was  being  given  that 
night  by  the  junior  class  in  coll- 
ege and  following  the  play,  a few 
male  cast  members  decided  to 
climb  up  on  the  mountain  to  see 
how  their  classmates  were  pro- 
gressing with  the  pouring  of  the 
numerals.  When  they  arrived, 
much  to  their  surprise,  no  one 
was  there,  so  they  poured  the  sol- 
ution which  had  been  left  in 
buckets  by  their  classmates.  Then 
they  went  bn  their  way  home,  un- 
aware of  their  “bad”  deed. 

Students  on  their  way  to  school 
the  next  morning  were  surprised 
to  see  the  ‘07’  on  the  hill.  That 
day  was  never  forgotten  by  the 
junior  class.  Seniors  proceeded  to 
carry  out  their  threats  by  cutting 
the  junior  girls’  waist-length  hair, 
but  were  soon  stopped  by  faculty 
members.  Fists  were  also  begin- 
ning to  fly  among  the  junior  and 
senior  men  before  the  president 
of  the  school  stopped  them.  There 
was  not  school  that  day! 

Seniors  were  angry  because  of 
the  juniors’  trickery,  so  to  re- 
deem themselves,  the  junior  class 
prexy  suggested,  upon  the  approv- 
al of  his  classmates,  to  put  a BYA 
on  the  mountain.  A committee 
Was  organized  to  investigate  the 
proposed  project,  but  after  re- 
porting their  investigations  to  the 
students  at  a mass  assembly,  the 
project  was  too  large  for  them  to 
handle. 

A suggestion  came  from  the 
junior  class  to  build  a “Y”  on  the 
mountain  and  the  students  favor- 
ed it  unanimously. 

BYU  president  George  H.  Brim- 
hall  immediately  proceded  to 
purchase  the  280  acre  tract  of  land 
and  the  trails  leading  to  the  area 
at  $2.50  an  acre. 

Plans  were  drawn  up  for  the 
“Y”  and  E.  D.  Partridge  directed 
the  surveying.  The  letter  is  sym- 
metrically perfect,  'being  survey- 
ed from  three  locations  in  the 
valley. 

This  school  emblem  is  one  of 
the  best  placed  letters  in  the  nat- 
ion and  was  the  first  letter  of  its 
kind  to  imbedded  on  a mountain- 
side. It  ranks  'high  in  size  as 
compared  to  other  college  or  un- 
iversities, standing  second  to  the 
“M”  at  Montana  University.  It  is 
probably  one  of  the  highest  plac- 
ed letters  from  the  surrounding 
country  in  the  nation  or  world 
today.  It  is  located  approximately 
2000  feet  above  the  Provo  City 
level  and  is  330  feet  long  and  120 
feet  wide.

Weather  forces  postponement 
of  Tooele  games  until  today 


Weather  permitting,  the  Cougar 
baseball  nine  will  face  the  Tooele 
Ordinance  Depot  team  dn  a double 
header,  Tuesday  at  1:30  p.m.  at 
Timp  Park.  This  game  was  orig- 
inally scheduled  for  May  4,  but 
was  cancelled  because  of  rain. 

These  two  teams  have  met 'once 
before  this  season  and  the  result 
was  a 14-6  win  for  the  Brighams. 
Since  their  last  meeting,  the  T 
O D crew  has  lost  two  games  to 
Utah  State,  as  has  the  Y.  The 
Aggies  defeated  both  teams  with 
the  same  ease,  but  comparison, 
Soffe’s  boys  gets  the  nod  for  both 
games. 

Since  the  Cougars  face  U- 
tah  at  Timp  park  May  12  and 
at  D'erk’s  Field  the  next  day. 
Coach  Wayne  Soffe  will  div- 
ide the  pitching  chores  among 
all  h's  moundsmen,  so  they 
will  be  ready  for  the  confer- 


ence games  this  weekend. 

There  will  be  a few  changes  in 
the  usual  line-up  for  the  Tooele 
game.  McKay  will  trade  off  with 
Jones  at  third,  to  help  rehabil- 
itate Jone’s  ailing  arm,  while 
Tuddle  will  relieve  Thiel  at  the 
catcher  position,  for  the  same 
reason.  Also  entering  the  lineup 
will  be  Carl  Tucker  at  shortstop 
and  LaVon  Satterfield  in  center 
field. 

At  the  present  BYU  is  in  second 
position  in  conference  standing 
with  two  wins  and  the  same  num- 
ber of  losses.  Utah  State  is  lead- 
ing the  race  while  Utah  brings  up 
the  rear.  The  Cat  nine  will  play 
the  Farmers  at  Logan  on  May  19 
to  finish  off  the  conference  slate. 
The  play-offs  of  the  Western  div- 
ision of  the  conference  will  be 
played  on  May  26.

The  Indianapolis  jets  of  the  1948- 
49  season  dropped  out  for  the  ■ 
1950  season  and  an  entirely  new 
franchise  was  formed  consisting 
of  former  University  of  Kentucky 
players  and  was  named  the  Ind- 
ianapolis Olympians. 

The  1950  division  champs  were 
in  the  east,  the  Syracuse  Nation- 
als, in  the  central  the  Minneap- 
olis Lakers,  and  in  the  west  the 
Olympians.  In  the  final  best  of 
seven  series  the  Lakers  beat  the 
Nationals  four  games  to  two. 

The  Skyline  Six  sent  three 
men  into  the  pro  wars  at  the 
start  of  the  past  season  and 
all  proved  good  enough  to 
stick.  When  Providence  fold- 
ed, Brady  Walker  was  draft- 
ed by  the  Boston  Celtics, 
where  he  played  last  season. 
Vince  Boryla  did  well  with 
New  York  while  Ron  Living- 
ston and  Vern  Gardner  play- 
ed for  Philadelphia.  Excessive 
traveling  and  an  impossible 
schedule  caused  many  teams 
to  operate  at  a deficit.  At  the 
close  of  the  1950  play-offs 
five  teams  withdrew  from  the 
league. 

The  Sheboygen  Redskins,  the 
Denver  Nuggets,  and  the  Water- 
loo Hawks  withdrew  while  the 
Anderson  Packers  and  St.  Louis 
Bombers  sold  their  franchise  to 
the  league.  Anderson  and  St. 
Louis  players  were  drafted  by 
the  other  teams.  St.  Louis  had 
been  a member  of  the  league 
since  its  beginning  in  1946. 

So  here  we  are  back  where 
we  started  from  with  prospects 
for  a great  season  of  pro  bask- 
etball next  year.  Here  is  how  the 
teams  line  up  with  what  we 
would  suggest  would  be  an  ideal 
set  up.  All  the  cities  in  next 
seasons  circuit  have  proven  that 
they  can  support  big  league  bas- 
ketball. In  the  eastern  division  we 
would  like  to  see:  the  Syracuse 
Nats,  Philadelphia  Warriors,  New

If 
these  “local  boys”  make  good 
the  list  of  ex- Skyline  Six 
stars  wil  top  the  dozen  mark.
